MAY DAY. 

Enormous Labor Demonstrations In Austria, 
Belgium and Hungary— Some 
Fighting. 

Vienna, May 2 — Most of tho prlvato 
factories wero cloBod yostorday In order to 
allow tho omployes to celebrate May Day, 
but tho government workahopB woro oponed. 
Tho usual resolutions woro puBBed favoring 
eight hours as a legal day's work, freedom 
of speech and universal suffrago. In 
tho Moidling district a orowd of 
people stoned tho polico and soverul 
arrostB wero mado In consequence, 
Tho Socialiats of Vienna hold an onormoua 
demonstration, but tho procooduiga wero 
orderly. Tho programmo inoludod a march 
past the parliament building. Tho paraders 
woro two hours in pasaing, after which they 
procooded to enjoy themselves in tho Prater, 
a park and forest outsido of tho oity. It Is 
estimated that 130,000 poraons took part in 
tho domonatration. 

Likce, Bolgium, May 2.— This city was 
tho acono of a disorderly demonstration in 
connootlon with tho May day colobratlon. 
Ono of the participants in tho diBOrdor was 
arrosted. One of tho prisoners struck and 
knocked down a polieoman. Tho latter 
eprang to his foot and cut his aaaailanb 
down with hiB sword. 

BUDA PESTIT, May 2 — Soon aftor mid- 
night 500 workmon marched through tbo 
leading atroots until diaporeod by tho polico, 
who mado aevoral arroata. A report haa 
roaohed horo from Miakoloae, oapital of tho 
county of Bouod, that a serious conflict has 
taken placo thoro between the polico and 
1,000 workmon colobrating May day.

BRITAIN AND NICARAGUA. 



France Will Not Intervene to Coerce 
Japan — Her Intervention 
Diplomatic Only. 



Irish Land Agent Shot-Woman Suf- 
frage in England— Canada 
and South Africa, 



London, May 2 —A dlapatoh to the Stand- 
ard from Parla aayB that the general mani- 
festation of French opinion against an active 
intervention by France to coorco Japan has 
had a salutary effect. Tho mot d'ordre has 
boon given that the intervention of Franco 
was alwivpa moant to be purely diplomatic 
and expostulatory. 

In his spoeoh to-day, opening tho session 
of tho Capotown parliament, tho Governor 
announced that arrangements bad been 
made for tho appolntmont by Cape Colony 
and Canada of delegates to prepare a treaty 
of oommorco. 

Mr. Horhorb Gardnor, prosidont of the 
board of ugrioulturo, roplying to a question, 
said Canada's last communication to the 
homo government regarding tho cuttle trade 
added nothing to previous communications. 
Since its receipt, however, tho Belgian auth- 
orities had discovered cases of pleuropneu- 
monia in Canadian cattle landed In Belgium, 
affording important corroboration of the 
opinion of English veterinary surgeons. 
Tho government, ho addod, was inquiring 
into tho matter. 

Dr. Kaiser, tho hoad of the colonial depart- 
ment of tho German empire, has undergone 
an operation for blood poisoning cauBed by 
an overdoBO of arsenic. 

C. L. Taylor, land agent for tho Marquis 
of Ely, ie reported to havo boon shot and 
killed whilo standing outsido the court houBO 
at Now Ross by a bailiff, whom ho had 
threatened to evict from hla holdings. 

Tho Gorman reichstag has poBsod the cus- 
toms tariff amendment bill, whioh inoludca 
a paragraph giving tho government full 
power to impose additional duties as repri- 
sals for hostile duties from foreign states, 
but providing that discriminating dutioa on 
goods on tho froo liat Bball not oxeced 20 per 
cent, ad valorem. The measure raised the 
dutioa on perfumoa containing alcohol from 
200 to 300 marka. The now tariff goes into 
forco on July 1. 

A Constantinople dispatch aaya : United 
Statoa Minister Alox. W. Terrlll haa obtain- 
ed from tho Turkish government instructions 
for the governor of Erzaroum to facilitate 
tho mission of William A. Sachteloben of St. 
Louis, who has beon sont by the Amerioan 
bicycle association to seareh for the remains 
of Frank Lenz, tho Pittsburg wheelman who 
has been missing a year, and reported to 
havo been shot dead on the road between 
Kourt&li and /Cahar, Armenia, while making 
a tour of tho world. 

Edinburgh is the first city in Great 
Britain to own and operate an electric light 
plant. The saving as compared with gas 
will bfc'immenso, apart from the Increase cf 
light that is afforded. The new aystem, 
construe ted by the oity at a cost of $600,000, 
has proved an immediate success. Two sys- 
tems have been adopted, a low tension for 
streets and buildings in the business centre, 
and a high tension for the outlying dis- 
tricts. 

A reooiving ordor in bankruptcy has been 
issued against Oscar Wildo. 

During the debate in tho House of Com- 
mons on the bill to prevent false statements 
being made against candidates at parlia- 
mentary elections, Mr. Henry Labouchere, 
the Radical leader, began his spoech by say- 
ing that ho had hoped to find tho houso de- 
bating a woman's suffrago bill. At this a 
lady in the gallory loudly applauded and 
thoroby callod down upon borsolf the wrath 
of tho houao. An order was givon for her 
immodlato expulsion, whioh waB promptly 
carried out. 

Lo Matin to-day Bays that Japan is treat, 
log with Ruenia, Franco and Germany, and 
that a poaceful settlement of tho matter in 
diBputc, arising from Ruaeia'a objections to 
the terms of the treaty arrived at between 
China and Japan, is probable. 

Le GuuIoIb assorts that tho throo powers 
aro about to aohiovo a diplomatic victory, 
adding Japan is inclined to accopt a terri- 
torial conooseion in another direction, which 
ia agreeable to Russia. 

A dispatoh from Munioh to tho Standard 
says that Horr Panizza has been aontonced 
to ono year's imprisonment on tho ground 
of tho profanity of his drama " Tho Coun- 
cil of Love." 

ABpecial from Tokyo, Japan, says : Jap- 
an muat glvo her final anBwor to RuBsia by 
May 7. Tho suapenso and anxiety aro tor- 
riblo. Nothing is known ; everything is 
dreadod. Whon mediation by tho United 
States waa being discuaaod in November by 
tho authorities at Washington and Tokyo, 
Preaidont Cleveland prophoaiod a league of 
tho Europoan powora to doprivo Japan of the 
fruita of viotory. Thoroaftor tho powers 
wore carefully notified of tho Japanoao in- 
tentions. No opposition to them waa over 
manifested. Tho blow waa reaorvod until 
tho treaty of poaco had boon algnod. 



SIEGE OP CHITEAL. 

The Dangerous Conditions Under Which tho 
llrltish Were Placed by Shore Afoul. 

London, May 2. — Tho Times to-morrow 
will publish an extended dispatoh from 
Chitral describing tbo siego of tho fort at 
that placo, in whioh tbo British agent, 
Surgeon-Major Robertson, shut himsolf up 
with his osoort of threo hundrod British 
and nativo Indian troops whon Shoro Afzui 
captured Chitral, 

Tho garrison, it appears, had supplies 
whioh on short rations would have laatod 
until tho middlo of Juno, but they had little 
or no moat and wore roducod to |oating horse 
flesh. Tho Sopoye, when rolloved, looked

Salvador's Guarantee Accepted by 
England-The Fleet Will 
Soon Withdraw. 



No Arbitration Proposals Suggested 
by the U. S.-No Case for 
Such Interference. 



Washington, May 2. — The Department 
of State haB received a telegram from Am- 
bassador Bayard at London, stating that 
Groat Britain haB acceptod tho guarantoe 
made by Salvador for the paymont of tho 
indemnity by Nicaragua In London within a 
fortnight, and :hat so soon aa Nicaragua 
confirms this and so informs tho British 
admiralty, the admiral ia instructed to leave 
Corinto. 

London, May 2.— Parliamentary eecrotary 
of tho foreign offioo Sir Edward Gray, ro- 
plying to Mr. W. P. Byloa, mombor for the 
Shirley division of Yorkshire, In the Houao 
of Commons to-day, said it was proposed by 
Nicaragua to refer all diapatea botweon that 
country and Great Britain to a commission 
of arbitration, bub he added that when 
tho papers aro submitted to parlia- 
ment it would be Boon that it waa 
not a case for arbitration. Mr. Bylea also 
asked whether the United Statea had 
tendorod ua thoir good offioeB or suggested 
any terms of amicable settlement with Nica- 
ragua. To this quostion Sir Edward Grey 
answered that no Buch proposal had been 
received. Ho hoped a settlement would 
soon bo arranged. 

Regarding tho disputo between Groat 
Britain and Nicaragua, tho Associated Proas 
learns it will bo settled in a few days. Uni- 
ted States Ambassador Thomas F. Bayard 
and tho Salvadorean minister who is repre- 
senting Nicaragua had a long oonferenoo to- 
day with the Earl of Kimborly, secretary of 
Btate for foreign affairs. 

Colon, May 2. — It ia roportod from San 
Juan del Sur that there is every probability 
of a revolution breaking out in Nioaragua if 
tho government yields to the domands of 
Great Britain. If tho present government 
of Nicaragua fall, it is contended that it will 
not bo posslblo to adjust tho claims of Great 
Britain, and thia probability may provoke 
an armed conflict. 

Managua, May 2. — The government of 
Nicaragua expects news from Washington 
to-day of the settlement of tho dUpute be- 
tween Nicaragua and Great Britain, 



BRITAIN'S FINANCES. 



Sir William Harcourt Submits His 
Budget to the House of 
Commons. 



Improved Condition of the Masses 
Noted— Duty on Beer to 
Be Eeimposed. 



London, May 2.— In the Houao of Com- 
mons to-day the Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
Sir W. Vernon Haroourt, presented the 
budget. He estimated that tho deficit 
would amount to £319,000, whioh would be 
converted into a surplus of £181,000 by the 
re-Imposition of a duty of sixpence per gaL 
ion on beor. The only other proposal was 
to abolish the extra sixpence on spirits, 
which waa imposed last year and proved un- 
satisfactory. In regard to laat year's budget 
tho Chancellor said that there waa a BurpluB 
of £78,000 instead of an oatimatod surplus 
of £291,000. He added that the 
tea receipts were £3,700, and tho to- 
bacco rocelpts £136,000 abovo the estimates. 
Continuing, the ohancellor said that the 
returns generally show that tho condition 
of the masaoB had slightly improved in 1894 
Ke Baid : " There was a smaller sum paid 
for consumable commodities imported and, 
while wo required a larger quantity, we 
paid eoveral milliona less for our food Bup- 
ply." Sir William also scld that tho nation- 
al debt pow amounted to £600,000,000, be- 
ing a reduction of £100,000,000 in twenty 
years. In conclusion, he said that tho coun- 
try was now, for the first time, entitled to a 
full interest dividend upon its Suez oanal 
shares, of which tho markot valuo waB now 
£2,380,000. 

"NO SURRENDER!" 

The Manitoba Government Reported to Have 
Determined to Reject the 
Remedial Order. 

Winnipeg, May 2 — (Special) — lb is said 
on good authority that tho reply of tho 
local government to Ottawa on tho school 
question will bo thua : " That inasmuch as 
this legislature waa oloctod to aupport na- 
tional sohools, it muBt adhoro to thot policy 
on account of whioh it waB returned to 
power, and that before thia government can 
givo any othor answor than thab tho na- 
tional aohool system iB to bo maintained, it 
musb disoover a froah attitudo on tho part of 
tho pooplo of Manitoba upon this question." 
In other words, tho government will say 
"No" to the remedial ordor and will go 
to tho country for an oxproBaion of opinion 
upon its action. 



INDIANS IN DAKOTA. 

A Town Taker. Possession of by Rebellions 
Warrlors-Conslderablo Alarm 
Manifested. 

Winnipeg, May 2.— (Spooial)— A KU- 
larney dlapatoh to the Froo Proaa says : 
" A party over from St. John's, North Da- 
kota, last night reports that the inhabit- 
ants of St. John's have nearly all moved 
cub and aro greatly alarmed, Indians hav- 
ing taken possession of tho town, barri- 
cading it with oordwood to reaiBb arrest. A 
special train from Bismarok was expeoted in 
last night with troops. They will guard 
tho boundary to prevent tho Indians 
escaping over tho lino and then attack 
them. Farmers aro crowding into Rolla, 
North Dakota, In a vory alarmed state.

Sabsldy for Hudson Bay Railway - 
French Treaty to Be Extended 
to Other Countries. 



Senate Vacancies— Certificated Engin- 
eers on Small Steamers— Steam- 
ship Service to Antwerp. 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, May 2. — Seven tenders have 
been reoeived for tho steamship service be- 
tween Canada and Antwerp, oalling at 
French ports. 

Sir Mackenzie Bowell announced in the 
Senate that the government would intro- 
duce a bill to confirm the order in council 
granting a loan of $2,500,000 to the Hud- 
son Bay Railway. 

Hon. Mr. Foater in tho Commons intro- 
duced a bill respecting commercial treaties 
affecting Canada and to extend tho provia- 
ions of tho French treaty to Germany, Bel- 
gium and tho British colonies. 

Mr. Foster stated that there wore ten 
Senate vacancies at prosent, but he oould 
nob Bay to whom they had been promised. 
The vacancies would bo filled aB Boon aB 
they convoniently conld be. 

A deputation of tho deep wator conven- 
tion interviewed Sir Mackenzie Bowell and 
asked for tho appointment of a commieaion 
of three to co-operate with a liko number 
from tho United States to investigate the 
whole aubject. 

The marino engineers wast the law 
amended so as to compel Btoam vessels over 
twenty tons (except private yachts) to carry 
certificated engineers. 

A deputation of Montreal military offioors 
saw the Premier to-day and urged that the 
oity oorpa be alllowed to drill at headquar- 
ters. 



HUDSON'S BAY R. R. 

Two Hnndred and Fifty Miles to Be Bnllt 
Within Two Years. 

Winnipeg, May 2.— (Special)— Hugh 
Sutherland and the H. B. R.R. contractors 
left Portago la Prairie early this morning on 
a drive of inspection over the new Hudson's 
Bay route, They will return on Saturday. 
Mr. Andrew Strang, aeorebary ! of bhe Hud- 
eon's Bay railway, says thab yesterday Mr. 
Sutherland, president ; Mr. Sprague, direc- 
tor; and he met and officially ratified the 
oontraot to build the first 250 milea of the 
Hudson's Bay railway whioh was signed by 
the contractors and presidenb in the East. 
The contractors bind . thomaolvea to build 
250 miles, one half of it this year and the 
other half next, while the company bind 
themselves regarding the payment. The 
road ia not to be taken off the bands of the 
contractors un til-it has been passed by the 
government engineer, whioh will satisfy 
both the government and the . company. 
There is no question, said Mr. Strang, but 
that the road will be built this year if the 
government carry out the order-ln-council, 
and he did not think there was any doubt 
on that score. After the road reaches the 
Saskatchewan there will not be much diffi- 
culty in finding the money required to 
build it to the bay.

Tho committee on bills nnd over- 
tures roported the docket and ordor of busi- 
ness for the Bynod. Tho treasurer's reporb 
showed a deficit of $83. 

A oommibtoo waa appointed to examine 
tho liab and roport tho oongrogations nob 
contributing to the synod fund. 

The Balary of the synod clerk was fixed 
at $50. It was agrood to adjourn oa Friday 
evening and meet again on Monday, and ar- 
rangements woro made for mombors of tho 
synod to supply tho puIpItB of Victoria, 
Vancouvor, Nauaimo, Wellington, West- 
minster and Chllliwaok. 

The appool of Dr. Garrow against tho 
PreBbytory of Victoria ocoupied much of 
the afternoon and waa not diaposod of whon 
the court rose.

Quinlan explained that he was 
waiting to keep an appointment with ono 
Clark, who corroborated Quinlan'a state- 
ment. These witneBaeB furnished the sonsa- 
tional foaturea of the Inqueot, but Durrant 
maintained hla atolld indifferenoe during 
the tostlmony. The police and diatrlot 
attorney are oonfidont of a conviotion, 
stating that they did not put in nearly all 
of their caao at the Inquest. 

Mrs. C. G. Noble, aunb of tho murdered 
girl, tostified that Dnrrunt had proposed 
marrlago to Blanche last Dacombor, but had 
boen refused when tho girl learnod ho waa 
engaged to another young woman. C. G. 
Noble, uncle of Blanohe, testified Durrant 
had auggeatod after her dlaappearance that 
Blanche waa probably in a houso of Ill-fame, 
and offered to search for her.

THE HAIDA INDIANS. 

Their Family CreBts find Their HIirnMcance- 
Curlositics of Tribal Relationship. 



The following io the conoIudtDg part of 
the interesting paper recently road by M 
James Deana before the British Columbia 
Natural HiBtory Society, and the first por 
tion of which appoared in yesterday's iaauo 

If a party from a distant village went to 
another, on arrival they divided, each ono 
taking his or hor abode in tho house which 
abowod their several oresto ; while ther 
they wero entortainod free of oharge, an 
those not belonging to it wero expected t 
piy or, at least, make a few presents. From 
long-forgotten ages down to within a fow 
yaars past, evorjoae who oonld afford to 
kjep them had & number of slavos obtained 
b/ipurohase from other tribes or taken ai 
prisoners of war. When a chief or slavo 
o vner died bis slaves wore killed in ordo 
that thoy might bo useful to their dead 
owners in the other life. Moreover, when a 
house was being built a slavo was killed and 
hia or hor body plaood on tha bottom of the 
hole in whioh the guyring or main oarved 
column was to stand, its lowor end being 
placod on the body. If a slave had boon 
killed for that purpose an imago of a man or 
woman, as the cubo might bo, was carvod 
with thoir head down, on tho lowor part of 
the c jinmn, showing what had boon done 
havo nevor yot; known nor heard of tho 
Hidery kil inj; tlavea for that purpoao, 
Being always on the mako, to the Hidery 
ono living slave, was worth forty dead ouos 
So they quietly Bold a slave to another tribe, 
Of course they had to ploco an image, with 
the head down, all the aamo as if ono had 
been killed and tho body placed undornoath. 

Evory m m v;m expected to build a houao 
during his lifetime, more especially when ho 
took to himselt a wife. With the house ho 
had to raise hia column on tho front, ahow 
ing tho social Btanrting of himself and wife, 
tho wife's orost boin;; generally placod on 
the top of tho pob - -, while his own was 
placed on tho bottom. Evory house when 
finished got a name, either connected with 
the houso or tho pooplo living in it or some 
event happoning while in course of ereotion 
For instance, the house of tho owls, " nah 
coot quinees," owl house ; tho poople living 
in it were owl houso people— toot.quinees 
hidery— bo named because thoy belonged to 
tho coot-quinoes ton or owl croBt. A house 
through whioh the wind soundod was named 
" nah querga-heegan. " That is, wind sound 
ing house. A houso in which wore a lot of 
boxes or had a box for its door step, was 
named " ootta nass," box houBO. " Cotta " 
(box), and (" nass "), house of, I.e., houso of 
the boxes. Such numea as " nah bloo-haa " 
now house; "nah youans," largo houso; 
"(aah heeldans," houso of the shaking or 
earthquake, beoause whilo building it there 
happened a severe one. The houso in whioh 
tho rainbow clan livod was named rainbow 
house, and the people rainbow people — 
" coot-coo-towlh-oah-cont-coo hidory." Oca 
house in Skidegato was named " aeen-ah- 
coot-kai-nai," house of contoutment. Ouo 
man built a houso and looking over tho 
house when finished said, " I havo a regular 
thunder and lightning houio." So he named 
it " now gah-deslana." Now-gah " (house 
best), " deelana " (tbundor and lightning) 
Often a figure on top of tho house showed 
Its name. For example, a raven on lop of a 
houao gave tho name " ohooaeah-noaB," tho 
ravens' house, booauaa all the people living 
in it wero of tho raven olan or ton, as tho 
hidery call It. 

Before I take up tho subject of crests I 
shall begin with the two phratries, the raven 
and the eagle. The eagle I shall take first. 
Not far from the east end of Skid- 
egate town, Queen Charlotte Islands, form- 
erly Btood a house named " ohoot nass," 
Eagle's house, beoause all the people who 
livod in it belonged to the eagle olan. Tho 
eagle, commonly choeen as tholr ropreaenta- 
tivo or coat of arms, is a bird very common 
on thoBe islands— tho bald, or white-headed 
variety. I had a model of this house made 
and sent to tho World's Fair. It always 
drew a groat amounb of attention, not only 
for its elaborate oarvings but for the storios 
oonneoted with it. I Bhall now give a read- 
ing of its picture wrltlngB, Including tho 
story of the eagles. 

On the projecting ends of the roof beams, 
aix in number, were eix bears; on top of the 
two front oorner-poBtB wero as many eagles. 
The bearB showed the creBt of tho husband, 
and the eagles that of hia wife, and at the 
same time gave the name of the house to bo 
" Choob nasB," tho oagle'a houso. The fig- 
ures on the post — on the totem post — wore 
seven figures, namely, a man, a 
brown bear, a young hear. TheBe 
show that the man who builb this house be- 



ne hid flown over tho aea until ho had found 
u lot of whales. Out of ono ho out a pi.ico 
and surttd for homo. Thia very muoh 
p'eaoed thu old king aDd led him to liko the 
boy mare thau ever. Being tb'e to fly 
pleased tho hoy to much that he wua ulwuys 
on trie wing After a whilo ho badly wanted 
tr> havo a rireaa of his own, bo In order to ob 
t iin his w ish ho und his wife spoko to tho 
old ku<;r, who went to a box from whioh ho 
took leathers enough to make the boy a full 
fledged eagb. 

Ag tin, another day, the old man ashed 
him to gob him bdiiio more whale meat when 
by returned, Thia timo he flaw further than 
bn usually did, going to where the sea was 
full of whales In every direction. Among 
so many ho was able to citah ono, whioh he 
p eaently toi.k homo acd gave to the old 
king, This led tho old king to liko the boy 
a great deal mere than bofore. After thiB 
bite Hoy spent whole days flying ubout, re 
turning only la'e at Dfght. Noting hia to:id- 
n.as lor ^pending his timo amongst) tho 
whales, tho old king told him to bo careful 
and shun every appearance of danger, and, 
abovo all, to be on the outlook for "Ah 
seek." If ho biw lb floating about on tho 
wator he was nob to trouble it by any means, 
beoauao it would do him a deal of harm if 
ho were not careful. 

For a long timo ho profited by tho old 
king's advice, until ono day ho aaw a 
strango looking objoob floating about. In 
order to see what it was ho took hold of it. 
Instantly it took hold of hia hand, and 
pulled him down and kept him under tho 
water. Whilo hold down by "Ah-aeek," 
for such it \V3B, he managed to ulwaya havo 
ono hand or ono arm held abovo water. 
When tho boy did not roturn, all tho other 
oagloB wont to search for him. After flying 
about for u long timo over tho water they 
all, ono by one, camo to whero " Ah seek " 
lived. Tho first ono took hold of the boy's 
arm and tried to pull him out. As soon as 
he touchod the boy'B hand ho, too, wont 
under, hia arm being alao hold up. ThuB 
every ouo in turn went under, tho arm of tho 
last one beiug hold abovo tho water. Seo- 
ing that neither tho boy nor tho ooglea re- 
turned, tho mothor eagle, fearing " Ah- 
aeek," hastened to look for tho lost ones. 
When she camo to where ho lived, and saw 
tho upheld arm of tho last englo, she knew 
at once what had become of them all. Now, 
' Ah Beek having no power over the old 
lady, sho took hold of the uphold arm and 
pulled them out ono by ono, hand over fist, 
until thoy were all oub. When bIib had 
them all ouj; ahe passed her hand over thorn 
all and restored them to their first estate, 
Baying, "What aro you doing hero? Go 
borne." So they altogether flew home a 
happy lot. [ih-aoek aeema to have boen a 
sort of devil rish or ootopus]

longed to the bear clan, and tho young boar 
that he had a son. This part belongs bo tho 
husband alone. Tho next part belongs 
entirely to the wife. Tho fourth figure waa 
a dog-fish with a woman's head. Thia 
woman had several names ; first, Hath-liog- 
zo, or bright sunBbino ; and second, " Call- 
cah judo," or woman of tho ice; and tho 
third was " Ittal-cah-jud," or typical woman 
of the Hidery. In thia paper loan only toll 
tho atory of tho eogloa ; wore I to toll tho 
Btory of tho boars and of the woman it would 
bo too long, bo I muat leave them to anothor 
time. This much I shall say, that tho 
woman got tho namo of woman of the Ice 
because in by-gone ugeB, Haiti* tradition 
says, whon tho peoplo fled beforo tho on- 
croaohmont of the ico she was tho lcador of 
tho Hidery pooplo to a country further 
Bouth. In all tho Hidery carvingB she 1b 
represented as having a largo eabreb or lip 
pleoo. In by gone days every Hidery 
woman's ambition was to bo liko her. The 
third figuro 1b tho king of tho oagles, and 
the first ono connootod with tho wife's crest 
and story. Tho sixth figuro ia tho "Ati- 
Boek " mentioned in the Btory. Tho seventh 
and last figuro is tho eaglea. Tho acouo of 
tho Btory ia laid in the aouth of Queen Char- 
lotto's islandB, in Skiddanoea country, and is 
ap follows : 

Long ago a king livod in Captain Skid- 
danae'a country who had a sister. Sho und 
hor family livod with him and kept hia 
houso. How many of a family she had 
tradition dooa not say ; one boy, tho horo of 
our story, bolng moniionod in particular. 
This boy in Bomo manner dlBploaeed liis 
uncle, who turned him oub of doors. Hav- 
ing no homo nor anywhere to go, ho wan- 
dored about down-hearted and aimlessly. 
Ono day throe women overtook hirn, ono of 
them being ahead of tho other two. The 
ono to find him was a prinooss, her father 
being king of the eagles. Having heard hia 
story und being a nice-looking boy, aho 
asked him to conio with hor and bIio would 
introduce him to hor father. Thia invita- 
tion ho gladly accepted. Sho led him into 
tho timbor. They oamo to a town up on a 
troe. It was a town of tho oagloB. A largo 
number of them wore flying about ; thoy 
livod in this town. After a whilo sho present- 
ed him to her father, saying, "father, I havo 
found a uico husband." Tho old king was 
highly plessod to think ho had suoh 
a nice looking aon in-law. This boy, as I 
shall oall him, soon booamo a groat favorlto 
with tho old king by studying hia ways and 
likings, as well as attonding to hia overy ox- 
pressed want, Ono day tho old king said : 
I very muoh want a piooo of whalo fish for 
dinnor. Tho words wero hardly spoken 
whon tho boy was dressed in a suit of tho 
eld king's wings and flow off, roturning bo- 
ioro ovonlng with a piece, Thus prepared,

ULTIMA RATIO REGUM. 

The little Nioarsgua unpleasantness provos 
that tho nations, In even thia Nineteenth 
Century, havo nob advancod so very (ar from 
the savage condition as many would like to 
believe. The Nicaraguans wero deaf to 
reason, and expostulation and remonstrance 
were thrown away upon them. As long as 
moral means alone were usod they sullenly 
and obstinately refusod to make reparation 
for the wrong thoy had done British subjects. 
It was only whon Great Britain showed that 
she was determined to uao physical force to 
compel the Nlcaraguana to do her justice 
that they came to terms. If the British 
nation had not brute force to fall baok upon, 
no matter how good her cause was or how 
flagrant and unprovoked the offenoe com- 
mitted by Nicaragua, justice would nob have 
been done in the present instance, and there 
could be no certainty that other and worse 
ofl'enoea would nob be porpotrated In 
the near fubure. If Greab Brlbaln had 
given the world , reason to believe that 
she did nob feel strong enough to enforce 
her claims, or if she, influenced by sickly 
aentimant, allowed Nicaragua to infllob in- 
juries on her subjects 'with impunity, she 
would eoon find that other and stronger 
nations than Nloarogua would presume upon 
her weakness or her love of peaoo and take 
occasion to flout her, to treab herewith in- 
dignity and to do her serious injury. Moral 
force ia very good and can do a great deal if 
ib is woll backed up by physical force, or by 
tho reputation of poseesBlng it and being 
prepared to use it when occasion requires. 
But we fear that moral force alono would not 
go far in maintaining a nation's rights, or in 
Boonring it from encroachment by ambitious 
and nnscrupuloua neighbors. Moral foice, 
or the justice of her cause, in tho absence of 
a powerful and well equipped army and navy 
did nob avail China in her dispute with 
well prepared and entorprislng Japan ; and 
we fear ib is tho eamo with other nations of 
whom better things might bo expocted. 
Tho lost argument of kinga iH as nooeaaary 
now aa it waB agea ago. 



A SPECIMEN FAKE. 

Ib will be remembered that a few weeks 
ago bhero appeared in tho nowspapoia an 
account of a trial for murder in Kansas, in 
which evidence of hypnotic suggestion waa 
takon. A man under hypnotic intluenco, so 
tho story ran, killod one of hla nolghbors. 
Both tho actual murderer and the alleged 
hypnotleor wore arrested and tried, The 
hypnotiaer was condomnod and oxocutodi 
whilo tho man subjected to hla inlluonco, 
although thoro waa no doubt about his firing 
tho shot that killod tho victim, waa acquit, 
tod on tho ground that he did not know 
what ho was doing. All tho particulars of 
tho trial woro given and tho namoa of tho 
parties ooncornod, including that of tho 
judge who admitted tho ovide'noo of hypnotic 
suggestion, and who, on tho strength of it, 
mndomncd tho hypnotiaer and allowed his 
lab j not to eo froo. Tho story was an intor- 
oating one. and waa considered ao important 
bhab hundreds of editorials woro writton on 
it both in Canada and tho United States. 

The account of tho trial wan interesting, 
bat unhappily tho part of it thab mado it in- 
teresting and important was altogether 
falsa. It ia true that Patton waa murdered 
by Thomaa McDonald, and that Andoraon 
Gray was tried as accessory boforo tho fact, 
bub ib waB nob true that MoDonald pleaded 
that ho had boon hypnotised, and ib is, of 
course, nob truo that tho judgo admitted 
tho plea. 

A letter from Judgo Burnotto, tho judgo 
presiding at tho trial, appears in tho Ameri- 
can Lawyor, in which ho says " tho qucation 
of hypnotism waa novor roisod, never insist- 
ed upon oither in tho ovidonoo, the arguments 
or tho inatruotiona. In tho opening Btato- 
mont for the defonoo one of the attor- 
neys, in dosoriblng tho rolatlvo re- 
sponsibility of tho two men, dia- 



ouasod the question of Gray's influence over 
MoDonald, Gray belng| a man about fifty- 
aeven yeara old and the owner of a large 
farm and a man of independent will and in- 
domitable energy, and MoDonald being a 
boy of aaay-going disposition and about 
bwonty-ono years of age, and in the employ 
of Gray. In discussing the question boforo 
tho jury, aa I said, counsel for the defence 
aaid that ' wo might almost Bay that Gray 
possessed a hypnotlo power over McDonald,' 
and that waa tho only reference, either 
direot or remote, during the whole trial that 
was made to the queation of hypnoti m." 

The account of this murder trial will not, 
thon, bomomorablo a8 tho first in which evi- 
dence of hypnotism was reoeivod, but aa bo- 
log a remarkable ioabanoo of tho unscrupu- 
louanoss and the audacity of tho American 
newspaper liar. It was a moat successful 
" fako," having deceived cautious and 
trained editors in all parts of tho con- 
tinent. The American Lawyor, in comment- 
ing upon this impudent newspapor Ho, says 
thab bho imporbanoo of hypnotism and its re- 
lation to tho administration of tho law ia in 
no sonBo impaired by tho untruthfulness of 
tho Kansas story. 



TRUE BRITONS. 



Tho accounts that reaoh ua of the fighting 
thab haa lately been done in India ahow ua 
that as soldiors tho British have not degen- 
erated. Tho expeditions that marched to 
therellef of Chitral had hard work and severe 
fighting to do. Thoy had to ponotrate a 
mountainous country, tho commanding posi- 
tions of which woro in possession of an aotivo 
and a oouragoous enemy. Ib is no fun to 
march through deep ravines, tho aidea of 
whioh are oooupied by men who know tho 
ground and who aro fully aware of tho ad- 
vantage which their position gives thorn. 
To storm fortressoa (aangars) situated on 
tho top of stoop hills, whioh woro dofondod 
by pluoky fellows who had a strong force at 
their baoks, was not the amusement of a 
picnia or a holiday excursion. Ib rcquiros 
pluck and endurance of no ordinary kind, 
in tho face of a watchful enemy, to march 
through o country in whioh thoro are no 
roads properly so called, and to carry bag- 
gage, provisions, ammunition, and even 
gunB, over hillB on whioh the mulos oould 
not got a aecuro foothold, and through snow- 
drifts that were too doep for the pack 
animals to wade through. But all through 
the arduous Chitral campaign the British 
Boldiera showed that they aro of tho aame 
mettle as tho men who havo made Great 
Britain the owner of an immense empire. 
The narrative of tho taking of the Malakand 
PasB, whioh tho reader can seo in another 
column, must stir the spirit of any man who 
has a drop of English blood in hU veins, and 
oonvinoe him that the raoe to which he be- 
longs can, when required, fight aa well and 
aa bravoly now as did the Britona of former 
generations, who porformed such progidies 
of valor in every part of tho world. 



THE BURNING QUESTION. 

It is boooming very apparent that tho 
money question, or the Bilvor queation, haa 
become tho ohief iaaue in Amorican politics 
The President's Iotter to the Chicago 
merchants has pushed ib to the front, but 
even if Mr. Cleveland had remained silent 
ib would have occupied tho principal place 
among the pnblio questions which oom 
mand the attention of tho Amorican people, 

The Amerloan papers are now filled with 
discussions on bi-metallism and mono-motal 
Ham, and the ubiquitous interviewer is 
questioning publio men in office and oub of 
office, young and old, Republican, Demo- 
crat and Populist, about the currenoy. It 
is quite evident that a campaign of eduoa 
tlon on the money question has commenced 
The silver party is strong. Tho advocates 
of tho unrestricted coinage of silver are 
many, and they are exceedingly aotlve. 
But ib ia beginning to be seen that the men 
who hold conservative views on the subject 
are also numoroua, and they are waking up 
bo the necessity of Immediate and 
strenuous oxortion. Thoy are by ao moanB 
oonfincd to one party. Tho " sound money 
men " aro of both parties, and so aro tho sil- 
ver mon. It la not to bo supposed that, bo- 
oauso tho President ia a bolievor in a gold 
etundard, tho Democrata as u party aro 
monomotallists. Hia most powerful and 
most active oppononts are Domocrtts, and 
the Republicans aro also divided on the 
money question. Among those who havo 
boon lately interviewed on tho subject is ox- 
Senator Edmunds. Tho intorviow with him 
appoara in tho Now York Timoa of tho 2Cth 
ult, Ho takos tho conservative view of tho 
queation, and as ho oxprossos himself vory 
clearly wo roproduco a fow paragraphs of tho 
Intorviow to give our readora a fair Idea of 
tho ground takon by tho school of financiers 
to whioh this ablo statesman belongs : 

" Do you agreo with Senator Allison, that 
the adoption of the gold Btandard waa a 
mintoko ? " 

" I do not," answorod Mr. Edmunds, with 
considorablo emphasis, " Tho mistake lios 
in tho fact thab wo havo not stuck to it. 
Tho wholo trouble Hob in tho faot, whioh 
always has existed, and always will exist, 
that pooplo aro in dobb. If there wero no 
debts to pay thoro would novor bo a word 
said about tho charaotor of tho ourrenoy of 
tho country. Until human naturo Bhall 
have boon reconstructed, there wll! always 
bo tho struggle to discharge financial obli- 
gations ut tho loaab cost. If a man borrows 
§100 this year, and, boing a farmer, must 
produco 100 buahols of potatoes to moot the 
obligation, If whon tho dobb bocomoa duo ho 
candiachargoitinaourrenoy that requirea but 
fifty bushels tosecuro, ho will bo vory apt to 
uso thab form of money. 

" There is no witohory, no magical powor 
inherent in gold and Bilvor or eibhorof thorn 
thab takos thorn oub of tho category which 
includoB all othor metals. Thoy aro sub- 
joot to tho law of demand and supply, and 
tho idoa that by tho oxproB8ion of some- 
body's will thUJoondition can bo ohongod is 
what makes trouble. Tho farmers of Vor- 
monb know that if thiB year thoy rolso a 
million moro bushels of potatoes than thoy 
did laat year, thcro will nob bo Buoh a do- 
mand for thorn ; that thoir crop, bushel for 
bushol, will nob buy thorn so many barrels 
of flour, or pounds of sugar or paira of shoos, 



So Ib is with gold and silver or Iron and cop- 
per. 

" You might just as well attempt to fix 
by law tho relative value of iron and copper, 
withoub regard to tho demand for each or 
the amount produced of eaoh, as to attempt 
to fix the relative value of gold and silver 
under the same conditions. Tho United 
States doubtless oould coin silver and make 
it legal tender in aooordanoo with tho de- 
mands of the day, but wo couldn't trade 
with anybody olso on that basis. All thiB 
docs not moan that silver should not be usod 
at all ; ib ia necessary as subsidiary coinage 
for the transaction of domestio trade, and 
will always be usod freely for that purpose. 

" 1 am not opposed to bimetallism per se, 
if oonduotod upon tho aamo basis that the 
fathers praoti<od it. Increase bho amount 
of silver in tho dollar or docroase that in tho 
gold dollar, bo that thoy will approximate 
each other in value, and the objootlon will 
largely^ disappear. But tho disadvantages 
of that are obvious— the shifting values 
would require almost continual legislation to 
keep tho dollars at a parity." 

ThiB sliver question ia woll worth the 
serious attention of the studonb of politics 
or of tho aotivo-mindod newspaper reader 
who wishoB to form an intelligent idea of 
tho merits of a subjeob which must for some 
time bo como occupy a largo sharo of the 
attention of tho pooplo of tho Unitod States, 
and indeed of this Dominion, for whatever 
affects the oondition of our Amorican neigh- 
bors seriously, must of neceBsity have aD in- 
fluence moro or lesa eorious on us.

Tho question aa t j whethor tho Board of 
Trade can substitute regular monthly moot- 
inga for quarterly onoa came bofore the 
council of tho board at a mooting yesterday 
foronoon. There woro prosont Mr. A. C. 
Flumorfelt, in tho chair, Meaars. C- F. Re- 
nouf, D. R. Kor, Robert Ward, T. S. Futch- 
or, A. B. Gray, H. E. Connon and G. Lei- 
aor, of tho council. Mr. H. Cuthbort, the 
mover of tho resolution for monthly meet- 
ings adopted at the board mooting, was also 
present. 

The matter was broughb up by the Presi- 
dent, who wanted an expression of opinion 
from the council as to what oourso ho should 
pursue. He believod, and the report of tho 
special committee presented at last meeting 
of the board took tho samo view, that the 
regular meetings could only bo held quar- 
terly, tho oouaoil, bowover, having the 
power to call gonoral meetings ab any time 
thore was need for them. In deference to 
tho resolution passed by the board asking 
for monthly meetings, it was certainly pon- 
iblo to oach month call a general moating, 
bub it aoomod to him that eaoh meeting had 
to bo called separately and theso could not 
take tho place of quarterly meetngs. 

Mr. Ward waa tho moro disposed to agroe 
with thia view as three lawyers woro on tho 
committee who drew up the report. 

Mr. Ronouf differed from thia. He had 
consulted a lawyer who interpreted tho sec- 
tion in tho constitution to moan that 
quarterly meetingB must be held, bub thoro 
was nothing to prevenb regular mootinga 
being fixed for more frequent oocurrenco. 

Mr. Cubhbert desired to Bpeak on the sub- 
ject, but tho Presidont declared that by tho 
by-laws any member of tho board might at- 
tend counoil meotings, but no one except a 
member of tho council could take part in the 
proceedings. 

Mr. Cuthbort protested that ho had 
alwaya understood that any member of the 
board could attend a council meeting and 
expross hlB viows. 

The oounoil wore firm in refusing to allow 
Mr, Cuthbort to address thorn and that 
gentleman therefore retired. 

Mr. Ward did not think that a monthly 
mooting of a large number of business men 
was adviBable, and that waa tho real reason 
for tho appointment of a council ao that a 
Bmaller body might attend to tho work of 
tho board expeditiously. Members of tho 
board had now every facility for bringing 
mattors before tho board by special meotings 
if desirablo. 

Mr. Ker believed that if tho matter had 
been properly understood boforo the resolu- 
tion for monthly meetings pasBod tho board 
it would have gone differently. 

Mr. Gray, Mr. Loiser and ethers express- 
ed themselves as of tho PreBident's wuy of 
thinking, and tho matter was thon dropped. 

An invitation from the Tacoma Chambor 
of Commerco asking tho Board of Trado 
members visiting Tacoma to use thoir rooms, 
waa accepted with thanks and the secretary 
inBtructod to reciprocate. 

It was decided to send tho Colonist and 
British Columbia Commercial Journal to 
the Canterbury Board of Trade, New Zea- 
land. 

A communication from Mr. E. Crow 
Baker, secretary of the pilot board, was re- 
ceived enclosing tho following memorandum 
from Captain Clarke tho harbor mastor, and 
stating that tho two leading lights placod on 
Trial iaiand would bo tho hotter aoheme : 

Ro tho light on Fiddlo reef," continued 
Captain Clarke's lotter, " I qulto agroo with 
the opinion exproaaod at tho iaab mooting of 
tho board aa to tho neceaaity of a light or 
lighta to assist mariners during darknees in 
the difficult and dangerous navigation of 
Mouatt channel and tho inner channels 
gunorally loading from San Juan to Haro 
strait. Tho point as to whether Fiddlo roof 
would bo tho most favorablo spot for such a 
light is tho question which presents itself to 
my mind. My own idea is that two loading 
lighta placod on tho aouthorn ond of Trial 
island would hn of much moro uao. By rofor- 
onco to chart f)77 it would bo porcoived that 
two lights bearing from ono anothor, N. i E. 
and S. i W. magnetic, if placod with exact- 
ness, would hoad a vessel clear of Mouatt 
reef (which ia an OBpecial danger), and fairly 
and directly through Mouatt channel, not 
only clearing Fiddlo reef, but alao Lowia 
reef, Leo rook and Thames ahoal. Thoro 
lights would also bo of sorvico to vobsoIs 
paaaing up or down by tho mnin atrait, " 

Mr. Ward moved that tho mattor bo re- 
ferred to tho city'a representatives ab Ot- 
tawa to bring beforo tho Minister of Mar- 
ino. 

Mr. Kor remarked that alroady a resolu- 
tion asking for a light) on Fiddlo reef had 
boon sont to Ottawa, and thoro waa a fear 
that tho difference of opinion might delay 
tho gotting of necessary lighta. 

Finally Mr. Ward withdrew hia motioD, 
and ono referring tho mattor to tho spooial 
committoo on navigation was carried. 

A lottor from Hon. Amor DoCoamos re- 
commouded that hia ferry sohomo between 
iaiand and mainland bo included in tho pro- 
posed E. & N. extension scheme. Thia waa 
referred to bho railway committoo. 

Mr. T. B, Hall was appointod to roplaco 
Mr. Robert Ward aa truBtoo, tho lattor gon- 
t Ionian resigning, as ho would be absent 
from tho provlnco a groat doal. Mr.|H. Boa- 
tock alao aonb in his resignation aa a mom- 
bor of the council, as ho would nob bo in 
town onough to onablo him to bo of muoh 
assistance. It waa dooided to ask Mr. Bob- 
took to withdraw hia resignation, as tho life 
of tho prosont council would lapoo in a few 
wooks more,

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PIAZZA CHAIR IN WINTER. 



Transformed Into Comfortablo Lounging 
Affairs and Placed In Bedrooms. 

Tho steamer and canvas back piazza 
chairs, which havo been used through 
tho summer woather, spread out at full 
length under troea and on piazzas, need 
not be consigned to the back olosot or 
attio during tho winter months. It is 
quito tho fad to mako use of these com- 
fortable lounging chairs in bedrooms,

and they aro especially in demand for 
students in fitting up thoir collogo 
rooms, ns they answer tho double pur- 
pose of both couch and lounging chair 
at a small expense. 

Those with canvas seat and back aro 
moro desirable than tho usual steamer 
chair, as tho canvas adapts itsolf to tho 
form, whilo tho stilt" cane work of tho 
latter merely gives support. Bagdad, 
goatskin and fur rugs are thrown over 
them and in sonio cases completely cou- 
coal tho framework. Down pillows of 
various sizes for tho head aud for fitting 
into undesirable hollows aro piled in 
them, and the result is a most luxurious 
pioco of furnituro. 

For those who cannot afford tho fur 
rugs, but aro desirous of warmth and 
softness in the covoring, thero is noth- 
ing better than a padded cover, liko ono 
described and illustrated for Tho House- 
hold. Theso ought to bo wido and long, 
to cover both seat aud back and allow 
for tho chair to bo stretchod out to its 
fullest extent. 

Tako a comforter, suoh as is used for 
bods, solcctiugono that is light. Strotch 
tho chair out and place tho comfortor 
ovor it, doubled, thou cut to fit tho 
chair, taking euro that it does not ex- 
tend beyond tho framework at tho sides. 
Sow the sides that aro cut firmly togeth- 
er and cover the whole plainly on both 
sidos with somo soft, protty figurod 
chintz or sateen. Then take threo strips 
of plain sateen, ono and a half times tho 
longth of the cover, and puff thorn up 
and down tho whole length of it, plac- 
ing ono in tho middle and tho other two 
on the sides. This will tako away tho 
straight, plain look that tho covor oth- 
erwise would havo and mako it quito 
ornamental. Along tho edges of the 
puffs, at regular intervals, taok through 
tho doubled cover with strong linen 
thread to keep it firmly in placo. It may 
bo further ornamented with a full dou 
ble ruffle of tho figured goods insorted 
between tho edges of tho other covoring. 
Rings aro sewed to tho edgo on tho un- 
der side, through which tapes aro placed 
to fasten to tho chair and hold it in 
placo. Tho cuter covoring may bo of 
vory beautiful aud oxponsivo matorial if 
desired. 

Kufrs or Carpets? 

Wo aro constantly boing askod, says 
Decorator and Furnishor, whether it is 
bettor to uso rugs or a carpot covering 
evory exposed inch of flooring in carpet- 
ing a room. On thosooroof convonionco 
and ease of handling tho modern or 
oriontal rug suggests itsolf, but tho deal 
floor of tho average house, in uino cases 
out of ten, is too rough and opon in tho 
joints to mako good work "stained and 
varnished," and even if under favorable 
conditions you start fair tho threshold 
will becomo shabby in 12 months with 
avorago traffic, in threo mouths with a 
hoavy ono. If ono goes to tho oxponse of 
a parquotry floor, where is tho modorn 
housomaid that knows how to taka oaro 
of it? It gots scratched, tho grain fills 
with dirt, and tho charm is gouo. 

It frequently happens that where a 
dominant tone of color is required in tho 
carpot to carry out a certain color 
schomo tho best offect is obtained by 
covering tho room entirely with tho car- 
pot, but in most oases an oriental or ax- 
minster carpot woven in ono pioco or a 
rug made of tho narrow widths of carpet 
sowed together and bordered will provo 
tho most desirable kind of floor covor- 
ing. Tho exposed flouring can bo treated 
in many ways. It may bo covered with 
fiuo, closo india matting, too lino for its 
fibers to bo torn up by boots, or tho space 
may bo tilled in with plain dark lino- 
loum or with plain carpot of a color 
that will harmonize with tho rug.

A now fashion is to mako linen cov- 
ers for the 5 o'clock toa tablo with a 
valance. Ono seen and described by Tho 
Housowifo has tho part that covers tho 
top of the tablo cut in a square t o fit it. 
Tho valance, which Is about 12 inches 
deep, is gathered so that it is moderate- 
ly full and fastened to tho contor by a 
small cord or wolt covered with white 
linen. Tho valance is finished at tho 
lower edgo by a hemstitch an inch wido. 
Tho square that covors tho tablo top is 
bordered by conventionalized primroses 
about tho sizo of a 20 cont silvor pioco 
and by many leaves. Tho colors aro 
opalescent, ono flower being workod in 
softest violet or a pinkish shade, ono in 
palo gold and others inpaloold rose and 
a very soft bluish green. Tho loaves aro 
all of tho green. Both flowors aud loaves 
aro worked In long and short stitohos. 
Tho samo flowors that bordor tho contor 
aro scattered singly and far apart over 
tho valance. 



Delicious Mashed Potato. 

There is mashed potato and mashed 
potato. Somo is watery and heavy, and 
somo is noted for its frothy lightness. 
Tho secret of tho lattor, according to 
ono housowifo, is tho pinch of baking 
powder which is added along with tho 
littlo milk aud butter that ovorybody 
puts in. Tho mixture should bo boatou 
hard and fast with a fork.

An officer who was in tho fighting lino has 
furnished the following narrative of the 
storming of the Malakand Pass : 

Early in tho morning the Second Brlgado 
began the march from Dargai towards the 
Malakand Pasa. Tho road lay up the bod of 
a mountain stream, and the travelling waB 
bad. The Scottish Borderers led the ad 
vanco at tho outBOt, tho native regiments 
bringing up tho roar. Tho affair began by 
eomo shots being lirod at half paab nino from 
the lower hills in the valley at tho entrance 
to tho Malakand Pass. 

Tho Highlanders wore halted, and tho 
Guides infantry wero ordered to tho front 
and directed to crown tho height on tho left 
lUuk, whonce tho enemy kept up an irregu 
lar fire. Tho Guides went) up tho hill in ex- 
tended order in a moat workmanlike manner 
and aa their tiro began to toll we could see 
the Bwarms of Swatis preparing to reBlst a 
cloeo attack. 

Tho Borderora brought their Maxim very 
effectively into play, but the enemy kept 
wbII under cover, and were only driven 
back point by point aa the Guidea mado 
good their advance. The hills woro difficult 
to climb, and tho Guides wero a long time 
performing their task of clearing the aangara 
on tho summit. Tho enemy wero incited to 
further resistance by their prieata, who car 
ried flaga and waved them at tho rallying 
pointB. The onemy woro whito garments, 
making an effectual mark for our infantry. 

From theBO lower heights wo could dis 
tinctly seo with our glasses further defences 
in tho paBa itself. Until tho heights wero 
occupied the Borderera remained halted, 
but aa soon as that work had boon accom 
plishod tho order to advance was again 
given, the remaindor of the brigade being 
by thi8 timo cIobo up. 

The march up tho valley continued 
cautiously but steadily. The path gradually 
narrowed to a spot whore there was a sharp 
turn in tho pass, and here tho enemy had 
mado their strongest) works. The position 
waB admirably chosen. Sangara were 
numerous and amply manned, and the 
enemy's firing was continuous, and at timea 
heavy. 

Thero waB a prolonged halt while tho 
mountain batteries and machine guns came 
into action. Tho execution wrought was 
great, but tho enemy still resisted doggedly 
At this Btage the First Brigade came up in 
support, and more guns wero brought into 
play. Then the Scottish Borderera, the 
Gordon Highlanders and the 37th Dogras, 
from tho First Brigade, were sent up the 
hills on tho left of the pasa to dislodge the 
Swatis. But the enemy were not yet beaten. 
Though tho walls of their aangara bad been 
destroyed they still hold their ground and 
fired steadily upon our advancing troops. 
It waa a horriblo ecramblo up the stoop hill- 
side, bub the Highlanders got Into tho aan- 
gara In double quiok time. Tboy accom- 
plished more with the bayonot than the 
guna had done all day, and oarried position 
after position with the utmost gallantry. 

Meantime, tho Guides infantry had been 
ordorod np tho opposite flank, and had car- 
ried by assault Borne aangara that had been 
erected upon an eminence. It waa a smart 
piece of work, and they followed it up by 
working Bteadily down to the lower ridges 
boyond, whence they threatened tho onomy 'a 

ar. 

The enemy waa not slow to noto their dan- 
ger, and tho Highlandera, atill charging and 
cheering on the other (lank, completed their 
discomfiture. They turned and fled, pur- 
sued by the Guides for a Bhort distance, 
and at 2 o'olook tho paaB waa in our hands. 
It was a tough engagemonb and well con- 
tested. Our men epoak in high terms of 
the bravory of tho onomy, many of whom, 
especially at first, awaited the charge and 
fought hand to hand with the spear against 
the bayonet. Tho Swatis in tho sangar at 
tho bend in tho pass numbered about 1,500 
Wo had 10 men hit. Tho Swatis' loss was 
very heavy. Tho completeness of their rout 
waB largely duo to tho skilled mantvuvring 
of tho Guides.

Facts of Interest to Riflemen From 
the Report of the Dominion 
Association. 



The Queen's Birthday Lacrosse Games 
—Baseball Excursion— Notes of 
Many Events. 

In the annual report of tho Dominion of 
Canada R.ile Assoalation for 1894, which 
has just beon isaued, there are many par- 
ticulars at onoe now and interesting to 
British Columbia riflemen, eapeoially in con- 
nection with tho aohiovemonte of the Cana- 
dian team at tho N. R. A, prizo meeting at 
Bialey. There British Columbia waa direotly 
represented In 1894, by one of her native 
sona, Gunnor George Turnbull of Now 
Westminster, who though not t{ie first 
representative of tho province at tho Na- 
tional meeting, was tho first to win a place 
in direcb competition at Ottawa. The ox- 
amplo ho sob waB cleverly followed last 
BeaBon by Gunner J. C. Chambotlln, also of 
Now Weatminator, who will in oonaequenoe 
thia year repre8ont the B. C. G. A. at 
Bialoy. 

Major Ibbotaon, who oommanded the 
Canadian toam, in hia report dwells with 
pride upon thoir successes, pointing out 
that tho twenty mombors won aovon first 
prizes, five second, fivo third, and 121 
othere, amounting to £550 in cash, bosidoa 
prinos in kind to tho valuo of £05. Tho 
most important individual prize evor cap- 
tured by Canada was won by Staff Sorgb. 
W. C. King, who in a field of 1833 com- 
petitors took firat prizo in tho St. Goorgo'a 
compotition, winnirg for the year tho St. 
George'a challenge vase and Dragon cup, 
besides the gold cross and caeh prizo of £30. 
ThiB match is in two atagoa — tho firat con- 
aiating of aovon shota at 000 yards, and tho 
second of ten at 800. Sorgoant King'aacore 
was 77 points out of tho 85 possible. Thia 
prizo ranks next to tho Quoen'a in import- 
ance, being — unlike tho Prince of Wales', 
aoveral timea taken by Canada — open to all 
efficient volunteers. 

After referring to the advantage to Can- 
ada ot being thus oroditably represented 
each yoar at Bieley, Major Ibbotaon says : 
" There aeoma no reason why tho variouB 
provincial associations, in conjunction with 
their respective looal governments, should 
not contributo to tho funds of tho D. R. A. 
a specified sum per capita and nominato aa 
many of their beat ahota aa tho subscription 
would cover. In some auch way tho toam 
might be substantially increased, and men 
of undoubted ability who for various reasons 
may have missed gotting into tho twenty 
enabled to take their plaoo in tho Canadian 
contingent. With such a plan no province 
need be left unrepresented in any year." 
This auggostion was no doubt prompted by 
tho facb that Ontario had seourod sixteen 
out of tho twenty piacoB on tho team for 
1894. 

A movement being on foot to amalgamate 
the loading Soottiah meetings bo aa to form 
ono grand Scottish gathering, to open four- 
teen days before Bisley and last a week, 
Major Ibbotson suggests that tho Canadian 
team should Bail in timo to take part, as the 
praotice would be of great uso to them. 

In the grand aggregate of the Canadian 
team Gunnor Turnbull stood seventh. His 
share of the prize money was £23 13s.
